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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-16 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 13 and 14 recites additional or several other pharmaceutical agents without 
specifying which particular compound they mean. 

Compounds have synergistic effects and one cannot mix any and every compound in the 
same catogery. 

It is a complex composition which has an indefinite scope. 

It is a reach through claim which covers compositions of compounds which still may not 
be discovered to be the specific agent. 

Claims 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is also a reach through claim which claims a mechanism and hence any disease that is 
treatable by that mechanism , thus they may include other diseases which have still not 
been discovered to do so. 
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Claiml6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim recites several diseases such as obesity, seizures, breast cancer, congestive 
heart failure sexual dysfunction and so on. Drugs do not have an umbrella efficacy to 
treat the various diseases. Drugs work in a lock and key mechanism with the receptors 
and also the receptors at different location in an animal have a different shape receptor 
site. 

Conclusion 

The compounds 1-12 are found to be allowable. 
Claims 13-16 are rejected. 

US 5336674 Dininno et al teaches similar compounds but with carbapenem .
